and  Temperance  Union. 


lie  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in  General  Conn 
assembled  by  authority  of  the  same,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Sarah  Hayward,  Susan  B.  Holway,  Frances  S.  Kettelle, 
Ruth  Severance,  their  associates  and  successors,  are  hereby  made  a  cor¬ 
poration,  by  the  name  of  the  “Ladies’  American  Home-Education  Society 
and  Temperance  Union,”  to  be  established  in  Boston,  in  the  County  of  Suf¬ 
folk,  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  a  Home  and  a  school,  to  aid  in  the 
support  and  education  of  indigent  youth,  with  all  the  powers  and  privileges, 
and  subject  to  all  the  duties,  restrictions  and  liabilities  set  forth  in  the 
forty-fourth  chapter  of  the  Revised  Statutes. 

Section  2.  Said  corporation  may  receive  and  take  by  purchase,  grant, 
devise,  bequest,  or  donation,  any  real  or  personal  property,  and  hold  the  same 
for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  and  may  manage  and  dispose  of  the  same  accord¬ 
ing  to  their  discretion,  provided  that  the  whole  amount  of  real  and  personal 
property  held  and  possessed  by  the  said  corporation  shall  not  exceed  in 
value  at  any  one  time  the  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars.

AN  ACT 

TO  CHANGE  THE  NAME  OF  THE  “LADIES’  AMERICAN  HOME-EDUCATION 

Society  and  Temperance  Union.” 

lie  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  in  General  Court 
assembled ,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  “Ladies’  American  Home  Education  Society  and  Tem¬ 
perance  Union,”  a  corporation  established  in  Boston,  under  the  provisions 
of  chapter  two  hundred  and  eleven  of  the  acts  of  the  year  eighteen  hun¬ 
dred  and  fifty,  shall  be  known  as  the  “Nickerson  Horae  for  Children,”  on  and 
after  the  first  day  of  April,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty. 

Section  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 

Approved  March  11,  1880. 


FORM  OF  A  BEQUEST. 

I.  A.  B.,  do  give  and  bequeath  to  the  “Nickerson  Home  for  Children. 
the  sum  of  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  said 

Institution,  to  be  applied  by  the  Board  of  Managers  thereof  to  the  general 
object  of  the  Home.  And  I  do  direct  that  a  receipt,  signed  by  the  President 
and  Treasurer  shall  be  a  sufficient  discharge. 


CONSTITUTION. 


Art.  1.  This  Home  shall  be  called  the  Nickerson  Home  for  Children. 

Art.  2.  Its  object  shall  be  to  provide  a  home  for  destitute  children, 
under  fourteen  years  of  age,  from  every  part  of  New  England,  especially  half 
orphans,  when  the  home  is  suddenly  broken  up  by  death  or  other  causes, 
where  they  can  enjoy  all  the  comforts  of  a  well  regulated  family,  and  be  in¬ 
structed,  not  only  physically,  but  intellectually  and  religiously.  For  the 
privilege  of  such  a  home  a  small  board  will  be  required,  which,  although  not 
enough  for  the  child’s  support,  will  serve  to  give  to  parents  the  feeling  that  he 
or  she  is  doing  what  they  can  for  the  support  of  their  little  ones.  A  limited 
number  of  children,  which  will  be  increased  as  our  means  permit,  will  be 
admitted  to  the  Home  free  of  charge.  Parents  or  friends  may  visit  the  children 
at  the  Home,  or  may  remove  them  from  it,  whenever  their  circumstances  w'ill 
warrant  their  assuming  their  children’s  support. 

Art.  3.  The  payment  at  one  time  of  twenty-five  dollars  shall  constitute 
a  life  membership. 

Art.  4.  The  officers  of  this  Home  shall  be  a  President,  Vice-President’ 
Treasurer  and  Auditors,  and  sixteen  Managers.  Seven  shall  be  chosen  as 
Trustees,  of  whom  the  President,  Secretary  and  Treasurer  shall  constitute  a 
part.  At  any  regular  meeting  convened,  any  number  of  the  officers  and 
Manager  present  may  be  competent  to  proceed  with  the  business  in  thirty 
minutes  after  the  appointed  hour,  and  five  may  constitute  a  quorum. 

Art.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President,  in  concurrence  with  the 
Committee,  to  call  all  special  meetings,  and  to  preside  at  meetings  of  the  Beard 
of  Managers,  each  of  which  is  to  be  opened  with  prayer.  In  the  absence  of 
the  President,  one  of  the  Vice-Presidents  shall  preside. 

Art.  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  keep  a  record  of  all  the 
proceedings  of  the  Society  and  Board  of  Managers;  and  at  each  meeting  for 
business  she  shall  read  the  record  of  the  last  preceding  meeting.  She  shall, 
on  special  occasions,  notify  the  members  of  the  Board,  and  shall  assist  in  any 
other  duties  the  Board  of  Managers  may  assign. 

Art.  7.  The  Treasurer  shall  keep  an  account  of  the  money  received  and 
expended,  and  shall  present  the  bills  due  against  the  Home  at  each  meeting 
of  the  Bo  rd,  to  be  approved  by  them  and  signed  by  the  President,  and  she 
shall  make  a  written  leport  to  the  Managers.  Such  assistance  shall  be  allowed 
to  the  Treasurer  in  collecting  of  funds,  etc.,  as  the  Board  of  Managers  shall 
deem  expedient. 

Art.  8.  At  each  meeting  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Superintendent  to 
report  to  the  Managers  the  number  of  children  entered  and  discharged  during 
the  month. 

Art.  9.  There  shall  be  an  Annual  Meeting  held  the  first  Thursday  in 
January,  at  3  o’clock,  P.  M.,  when  the  officers  shall  be  chosen,  once  in  five 
years.  These  offices  will  only  be  held  by  the  faithful  fulfillment  of  official 
duties.  An  Annual  Report  of  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  shall  be  presented, 
the  report  from  the  Board  of  Managers  read,  vacancies  upon  the  Board  filled, 
and  such  other  business  transacted  as  shall  come  before  them.  Meetings  of 
the  Managers  are  held  on  the  first  Thursday  of  every  month,  at  3  o’clock,  P.M. 

Art.  10.  At  each  monthly  meeting  one  Manager  for  each  week  during 
the  month  shall  be  appointed  to  inspect  ihe  Home,  as  regards  furnishings, 
cleanliness  and  sanitary  conditions,  and  make  a  verbal  repoit  of  such  inspection 
at  the  following  meeting.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  SECRETARY. 


As  we  send  out  our  Annual  Message  to  the  friends  and  patrons 
of  the  Nickerson  Home  for  Children,  at  the  beginning  of  the  year 
1907,  we  are  reminded,  from  a  hasty  glance  backward,  of  the  apt 
words  of  a  French  writer :  Our  ancestors  have  travelled  the  iron 
age  ;  the  golden  age  is  before  us.” 

For  we  have  found  that  if,  as  a  Board  of  Managers,  we  are 
richer  to-day  in  methods  of  work,  and  are  therefore  more  in  touch 
with  each  officer’s  duties  ;  or  if  we  are  richer  to-day  in  courage,  and 
are  therefore  better  able  to  cope  with  the  social,  ethical  and  racial 
problems  of  the  hour ;  or  if  we  are  richer  to-day  in  the  thought  of 
a  golden  age  of  progress  for  the  Nickerson  Home  for  Children  :  it 
is  because  of  a  firmer  trust  in  a  wise,  over-ruling  Providence  in¬ 
spiring  us  to  appropriate  and  use  somewhat  of  the  rich  experience 
which  has  come  to  us  from  the  hardy,  pioneer  lives  of  those  who 
have  preceded  us  in  this  noble  work.  The  Board  of  Managers 
has  met  its  duties,  from  time  to  time,  with  an  enthusiastic  and 
resourceful  spirit,  although  sadly  missing  the  services  of  some  of 
its  most  influential  members,  who  have  been  unable,  either  through 
illness  or  removal  to  distant  cities,  to  be  present  at  the  regular 
monthly  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

The  old  problems  of  shelter,  food  and  clothes  have  been  turned 
over  and  over  again,  like  threadbare  garments,  in  order  to  find  a 
newer  and  brighter  side  other  than  an  appeal  to  our  patrons  for 
money  or  help  to  carry  on  the  work  at  the  Home,  but  in  vain  ! 
And  since  some  of  these  unfortunate  waifs  have  come  to  us  from 
foreign  shores,  has  not  the  cause  for  which  we  plead  become  an 
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universal  one  also  ?  Then  why  not  all  lend  a  “  helping  hand  ”  in 

the  good  work  of  caring  for  these  little  ones  ? 

Our  Superintendent,  Mrs.  Lola  Holway,  ever  serene  and  patient 

’midst  the  greatest  hubbub  of  children's  voices,  exerts  a  powerful 
influence  for  good,  even  over  the  most  unruly  of  the  flock,  on 
account  of  the  cheerful  atmosphere  which  is  radiated  by  her  uniquev 
personality. 

Mother,  friend  and  adviser  is  she  to  the  older  members  of  the 
Home.  And  we  feel,  truly,  that/  she,  more  than  others,  by  her 
daily  ministrations  of  love  to  all  of  this  large  family,  stands  upon 
the  very  threshold  of  the  golden  age  of  opportunity. 

ITS  INMATES. 

Eighty-seven  children  have  been  cared  for  during  the  year.  All 
of  them  have  been  in  good  health,  and  not  a  few,  who  have  entered 
the  Home  in  a  weak,  puny  condition,  have  gained  in  strength  and 
flesh  after  a  few  weeks  sojourn  at  the  Home. 

DONATIONS. 

The  Old  South  Guild  has  kept  pace  with  its  record  of  former 
years,  by  its  substantial  gift  of  money. 

Easter  Cards  were  given  to  the  children  by  the  Rev.  D.  W. 
Waldron. 

-  The  Woman’s  Guild  of  the  Congregational  Church,  West 
Newton,  has  helped  clothe  the  girls  by  sending  them  fifteen  warm 
skirts. 

Mr.  Alfred  Tierce  still  continues  his  generous  contribution  of 
germ  meal,  which  supplies  the  table  with  a  nutritious  breakfast 
food  throughout  the  year. 

We  are  very  grateful  for  the  many  donations  of  bread  and  cake 
which  we  have  received  from  Ferguson’s  Bakery. 

Mr.  Isaac  Locke,  of  Faneuil  Hall  Market,  has  also  remembered 
the  Home  many  times  during  the  year,  with  gifts  of  fruit  and 
vegetables.
